See  that  the 
ticket  reads  to  the  point  whelire  the  conven¬ 
tion  is  to  be  held  and  no  other.  See  that  your 
certificate  is  stamped  with  the  same  date  as 
your  ticket.  Sign  your  name  to  the  certificate 
or  receipt  in  ink.  Show  this  to  the  ticket 
agent. 

3.  Call  at  the  railroad  station  for  ticket 
and  certificate  at  least  30  minutes  before  de¬ 
parture  of  train. 

4.  Certificates  are  not  kept  at  all  stations. 
Ask  your  home  station  whether  you  can  pro¬ 
cure  certificates  and  through  tickets  to  the 
place  of  meeting.  If  not,  buy  a  local  ticket  to 
nearest  point  where  a  certificate  and  through 
ticket  to  place  of  meeting  can  be  bought. 

5.  Immediately  on  your  arrival  at  the 
meeting,  present  your  certificate  to  the  endors¬ 
ing  officer,  Mr.  C.  A.  Hawkins  as  the  reduced 
fare  for  the  return  journey  will  not  apply  un¬ 
less  you  are  properly  identified  as  provided  for 
by  the  certificate. 


6.  No  refund  of  fare  will  be  made  on  ac¬ 
count  of  failure  tp  either  obtain  a  proper  cer¬ 
tificate,  or  on  account  of  failure  to  have  the 
certificate  validated. 

7.  It  must  be  understood  that  the  rediic-  ^ 
tion  for  the  return  journey  is  not  guaranteed, 
but  is  contingent  on  an  attendance  of  not  less 
than  250  members  of  the  organization  and  de¬ 
pendent  members  of  their  families  at  the  meet¬ 
ing  holding  regularly  issued  certificates  from 
ticket  agents  at  starting  points  showing  pay¬ 
ment  of  normal  one-way  tariff  fare  of  not  less 
than  75  cents  on  the  going  trip. 

8.  If  the  necessary  minimum  of  250  regu¬ 
larly  issued  certificates  are  presented  to  the 
Special  Agent,  and  your  certificate  is  validat-  . 
ed,  you  will  be  entitled  to  a  return  ticket  via 

the  same  route  as  the  going  journey  at  one- 
third  of  the  normal  one-way  tariff  fare  from 
place  of  meeting  to  point  at  which  your  certif¬ 
icate  was  issued  up  to  and  including  19th  of 
October,  1920. 

9.  Return  tickets  issued  at  the  reduced 
fare  will  not  be  good  on  any  limited  train  on 
which  such  reduced  fare  transportation  is  not 
honored.
